Gone Back | 


HE  Kadar government 
, has gone back on all the 
“promises it made under the 
extreme pressure — crented 
by the uprising. To judge 
by the outward picture, 
the Hungarian people are 
now one of the most rigidly 
controtled of the satellite 
nations, 


The latest broken promise lies 
in the reel of prominent 
Stalinists who fled the 
country at the time of the 
uprising, and whose return 
to office had been banned 
by the Communist Party 
Central Committee. 


This development may show, 
the internal weakness of the 
Kndar regime, but it must 
surely also signify a re- 
turn to Stalinism by those 
who hold ultimate power 
over Hungary—in the last 
resort,, Mr = Khrushchev 
himaelf. 3

QUALLY it may bo that

Yet if the aim of bringing 
back the Stalinists {s to 
strengthen ‘the Communist 
rule in Hungary, the result 
may be the reverse.

Zatopek has announced his 
retirement before, But he could 
not stay oway from tho track 
for long. Will he be able to 
resist the temptation to run In 
the European  Chompionship 
Marathon st Stockholm 
August? ‘ 

At 35, however, there can be 
littie doubt that he is past his 
prime. And the time has come 
when he must be regarded. as 
a great runner of the past rather 
than the present. . 

How great a runner was Emil 
Zatopck? 1 would rate him the 
greatest distance runner ‘of this 


-century, though many experts 


would doubtless give this honour 
to Puavo Johunnes Nurmi, the 
Flying Finn, who won nine 
Olympic gold medals between 
1920 und 1928 and became o 
legend In his own life-time. . 

Nurmi or Zatopek? It js a 
diMoult choice. Nurmi broke 
19 world records in eleven ycars’ 
racing, Zatopcek sct up 18 world 
records in the 17 eventful ycars 
of his athlctic carcer, 

But while Nurmi's records 
havo since been broken, Zatopek 
sull holds five—for the 10 and 
15 Miles, 20,000 and 25,000 
Metres, und for one hour’s run- 
ning (12 miles 810 yards). 


World Records ° 


Records, of course, are not 
everything, Nurmi, achieved 
world records over distances 
runging from o mile to 20,000 
metres, and his peitformances 
were 50 amazing at the time that 
they opened the eyes of coaches 
and athletes ail over the world 
to possibilities which had 
hitherto been unthought of. 


Mis record as an Olymple 
runner js second to none, And 
when he set up a world record 
of 4 mins, 10.4. secs, for the 
Mile in 1923, he chopped 2.2 secs,
